HAWAII AND CUBA. 


To B»y, as done Harper's Weekly, Hint 


the annexation of Hawaii involvea noth- 
ing less than a revolution in oar foreign 
policy i» to misrepresent the eilaation 
entirely. In intimating that the an- 
nexation of Cuba nm«t follow that of Boiee Bt 
Hawaii we believe the WcM'j 
to be ianue: 


Wain mistaken. There ii no question 
of conquest involved in the annexation 
of the Sandwich Wanda, and the Wat. 
ly'e reference to Washington's warninn 
•gainst our entering npon entanglin) 
fttlinncee with foreign powers does not 
eeem to us to be opposite. The proposi 
tion for raion with tbia country di< 
not come from the United States, bu 
emanated from Hawaii. No entangling 
alliances with foreign powers can resul 
from annexation, and there ifl notea 
eon 
for believing that 
the right 


of any interested party or 
parties 


will suffer thereby. The islands will 
certainly be better governed, and tbe 
stability promised by the new order of 
things will lead to the more rapid 
development 
of 
their 
resources. 


Tho chief advantage to tbe United 
States 
will 
bo 
the 
acquisition of 


a base of naval operations unrivalled in 
that part of thePaciScocean. 
The Lon- 


don Times itself has said that "the mari- 
Una power which holdB Pecrl harbor, 
and moors its Beet there, possesses the 
key to the northern Pacific," and all 
naval authorities agree regarding Ha- 
waii's (treat importance as a strategic 
point. To refuse tbe offer of the Ha- 
waiian government and permit some 
other power to acquire ibis great naval 
ba;e would therefore be eheer folly. 


Now, 
tornine to Cuba, we find pre- 


sented an entirely different case. We 
have yet to hear of Spain's offering 
ufl 


the island; nor have the Cubans them- 
selves, who are struggling for inde- 
pendence, manifested any desire for a 
union with us. To acquire Cuba we 
should have to fight for it, which would 
probably involve us with other powers 
besides Spain. Tbe island is of the 
utmost strategic importance and should 
belong to the United States, but unless 
war should unexpectedly break oat be- 
tween Spain «ndthis country there ia 
little likelihood of achangeof ownership 
lor some time to corn*. For the United 
States to start out to acquire Cuba 
might, in view of the foregoing, be con- 
sidered a departure from our established 
foreign policy; but the neaceiul ac 
quisition of Hawaii certainly cannot 
reasonably he considered such. 
But 


even'if we were on the eve of inaugur- 
ating a new foreign policy It would he 
open 
to 
serious doubt whether we 


should call a halt merely because it 
would be a departure from old tradi- 
tmiu and principle!. Where those in- 
terfere with the proper expansion and 
safety 'of a nation they must be dis- 
catdo'd, and they will bo when such a 
time TOM? In spite of the protests of 
bbuiimcntuliets and iiupracticabloa.

Leon Ilill, of WarlhanCanyon, in the 
oast Range mountains, was lodged In 
he county jail yesterday forenoon liy 
onstable J. M. Atkinson, ol Ooalinga 
wnship, and a charge of murder stands 


against him. 


Young Hill Is the son of B. M. Hill, a 
.jpected cittan, of Warthan precinct, 
nd is under 20 years ol age. HiB vie- 
m, Lloyd Duke, was about 22 years of 
ge. His father ia a minister who form- 
ly was pastor of one of tbo churches in 
reBnoand now resides, it is said, in 
os Angeles. 
The story ol the affray as given by 
ye witnesses is not favorable to youn$ 
ill, to say the least. It seema that 
Juke had been working for Kreyanhs- 
en of the Fresno Hot Springs and was 
romieed certain work about the time of 
lie death. Last Sunday he took a hv 
ry team at Ooalinga and drove up to 
he Hot Springs to Bud out when Kray 
nhagen wanted him to leave tbe work 
n which he was engaged on the plains 
nd take up the work in tbe mountains, 
ad a young man named William Tay. 
or was with him. 
Leon Hill and Tooy Loveall were at 
be Hot Springs also, and Hill had been 
rinklng and was ngly. It seema that 
ome time last summer, Hill and Duke 
while under the influence of liquor, got 
nto a fist fight at Coalinga in which 
Duke gave Hill a sound thrashing, and 
iiough the matter was smoothed over it 
eems Hill did not forgive Duke. Since 
ben Duke had qoit drinking and was 
sober at the time he was shot.

Hill and Lovall left Hot Springs by 


what is the new grade, and when they 
eacbed the canyon about two miles 
rom Hot Springs a piece of the harness 
Iroke and Hill got out to Bx it. Duke 
and Taylor followed them, on their re- 
urn, and when they came up to Hill, 
)uke aaked him to pull out on one side 
of tbe road and let him pass, where- 
ipon Hill gave him a churlish and in- 
sulting answer. Duke got out of his car- 
riage to go ahead and Bee if he could 
drive past Hill's buggy. 
As be started forward the witness Bay 


that Hill pulled a Winchester from his 
buggy, and without a word from either, 
he shot Duke in the stomach and tbe 
alter fell. Hill then left and Duke was 
carried to Huron for treatment. The 
shooting occurred about 9 o'clock p.m., 
and Duke lived until 2 p.m. Monday. 


It is said that Hill claims that he or- 


dered Duke to stop before he shot, but 
Duke denied this, and the witnesses 
corroborate this story. Duke was un- 
armed and sober at tbe time ol tbe 


'"NexY" morning Hill surrendered to 
Constable J. M. Atkinson ol Coalinga, 
the coroner and district attorney were 
'olegraphed lor and Hill was held to 
iwait the result ol tho inquest and ex- 
amination. About this tfme Constable 
Atkinson learned that Judge Lynch waa 
about to open court in Wartban canyon 
and institute summary proceedings in 
the case and ho rushed Hill to Summit 
Lake, where ho kept him over night and 
brought him on to Frsano yestorday 


"1Thei°coroner and district attorney 
have none to the scene of tho tragedy to 
hold "n inquest and will probably re- 
im today/when the exact story of the 
[looting will probably bo made known.

Her broth- 
er-in-law, Jim barnes, went to the place 
to eel a bailer be had lelt there in order 
to bail some bay. Hill waa there and 
without any claim to the property either 
by himself or tbe widow, he stood 
Barnes off with a six-shooter, and 
swore he would kill Barnes if betook 
the machine. It took Barnes quite a 
while to persuade Hill to let him re- 
move tbe bailer. 
Tbe general report IB that he waB 


worthless as a citizen and always in 
trouble when in drink.

The city trustees held another ad- 


journed meeting last evening, and 
adopted tbe.new ordinance regulating 
licenses in the municipality. 
It ie 


officially published in this morning's 
issue of tbe REPUBLICAN, and will go 
into effect tomorrow, the beginning of 
tbe new quarter. Tbe board made a 
number of changes last evening, and 
among others raised the tax on tho 
wicked nickel machines to f 50 a quarter. 


Tbe first business transacted by tbe 


trustees was the adoption ol the reportlof 
the street and water committee that it 
had accepted $75 from the Southern Pa- 
cific Company in payment for the horse 
ruined when the switch engine ran into 
the team ol the hook and ladder truck a 
few weeks ago. A report from Street 
Superintendent Bilby, which bud been 
requested by tbe board, showed that 
there are sixty-seven poles belonging to 
the Postal Telegraph Company in the 
city and sixty-eight poles owned by the 
Western Union Company. 
Upon motion of TrOBtee Spinney $2500 


was ordered transferred from the gen- 
eral to tbe utreet fund. 
The license ordinance was then taken 


up and considered EOCtion by section. 
On motion of Trustee Cbittenden, sec- 
onded by Anstin, the tax on tho nickel- 
in-the-Blot machines which pay money 
prizeB waB filed at $50 a quarter. The 
board, when it met aB a committee of 
the whole the evening before, had 
>laced tbe amount at $2>> a quarter. 
Jut this was not considered svtlicient, 
and tbe rate was doubled. The trusteeB 
are strongly in accord with tbe move- 
ment to rid tbe city of these contri- 


When tbe section fixing the license on 


express wagons and drays was read, 
Trustee Spinney arose in protect. He 
said that the preBent tar—$10 n year 
foraone-horseand$12.5f>ror atwo-borse 
vehicle—was excessive. There are many 
"poor men" in tbe drayage buBinesB, 
the trustee said, who cannot afford to 
pay this amount. Cbittenden thought 
i dollar a month was not excessive at 
all. But Spinney's protest was_ effec- 
tive, aud the license waB reduced to $5 
a year for Binght vehicles and $7.50 for

The amount on laundries was in- 


creased from $10 to $12 n quarter, but 
tbe understanding was had that the 
marshal should not exact the tax from 
women who do washing.

Trustees Austin and Spinney wanted 


to reduce the license on stock exchanges 
from $50 to $25 a quarter. Chiltenden 
strenuously objected to this, and Mayor 
Oraycroft waB also opposed to the de- 
crease. No exchange has been estab- 
lished in this city, although one saloon 
had intended to do so until the heavy 
tax waB imposed by the trustees several 
months ago. Mr. Ohitlondon declared 
himself emphatically as opposed to any 
reduction. Ho said the exchange was B 
klndol gambling as evil In its charac- 
ter as that of 'the nickel machines. 
Mosirs. Spinney and Austin then with- 
drew their motion.

Now the clues 
ol hoboes, drunks, etc., with which 
they would be thus forced to B6Bociate,to- 
geiher with the disgrace of it in calcu- 
lated to Bend any spirited hoy Btraight- 
way to the doge. 


The city has no prison— no place of 


restraint of any sort. In fact the city 
•lands very much in need of ft decent 
city hall and a city prison, and only 
bard times prevents the matter being 
•gitated. 80 there IB no place where 
these juvenile offenders caii he res- 
trained upon arrest, without throwing 
them into the contaminating society of 
the hoboa in the county jail. Besides 
some people are of the opinion that it ia 
the parente, and not the children, who 
should he made amenable to the ordi- 
nance and arrested and unad for not 
keeping their children oft the street. 


On the other hand, if the children 


found on the street are let go on their 
own recognizance the force of the or- 
dinance is at an end, and there can be 
no effective method of compelling its 
observance. So there stands Recorder 
Clark between the two horns of the 
dilemma. Everyone wants the ordinance 
enforced— no one wants his child thrown 
in jail along with vags and criminals, 
and the city baa no house of detention. 
What should be done?
